Sailing inajestically 
above the river St. Lawrence, on whose 
mighty waters, centuries ago, French 
and British explorers crept cautiously, 
the R-100 today was rapidly approach- 
ing Montreal. 

Never before has any aircraft flown 
over the St. Lawrer.ce in direct flight 
from Europe. The R-100, which left 
Cardington, England, Monday eve- 
ning, was therefore making history. 
And the history-making flight has 
been in typically matter-of-fact ‘naval 
fashion. Terse bulletins on the ship's 
position and the information that ell 
was going well were all the ship sent 
over her radio. Quietly and without 
fuss the world’s largest air Mner has 
followed the great circle course to the 
new world for over two days,

Newspapermen in scores 
have descended on the airport ready 
to interview Captain Booth and his 
officers and to describe the landing.

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ONE TRADITION DESTROYED 


One tradition, which the country is 
well off without, went by the board in 
the realignment of parties that was ef- 
fected by the voters of the Dominion on 
Monday. 

Because the electors in 60 out of the 

65 constituencies of the Province of Que- 
bec saw fit in 1926 to elect Liberal rep- 
resentatives, it was alleged. that the 
King Government was under “Quebec 
dominance,” and that because of this 
|| dominance the Government lent itself 
to the promotion of the aims of the 
|| Roman Catholic church and the exten- 
|| sion of the use of the French language 
in other provinces. 
That charge had to be met by Lib- 
|| eral candidates in every other province 
|| in the Dominion. In sections the charge 
|| was made openly; everywhere the alle- 
|| gation was spread by a_ whispering 
campaign. More than any other factor 
this contributed to the defeat of Hon. C. 
A. Dunning and the disaster which over- 
| took the party in Saskatchewan, and it 
accounts for the small majority of Hon. 
Charles Stewart in West Edmonton. 

With 25 Conservative members elect- 
ed from the Province of Quebec, it will 
no longer be possible to accuse the Lib- 
| eral party and the electors of that pro- 
|| vince of having entered into a conspir- 
acy based upon considerations of reli- 
| gion and language. The people of Que- 
|| bee, as do the people of other provinces, 
do their voting according to their poli- 
|| tical thinking. Their critics will surely 
do them the justice now of admitting 
that patent fact.

iH The voyage of the R-100 recalls the 
|| fact that eleven years have passed since

The gradual decline in physical 
strength after forty is due, to a large 
extent to changes in the ductless 
glands. Suddenly taking on weight, 
or becoming thin and wrinkled, after 
forty, are signs of harmful changes 
taking place in some of these glands. 
One of the best methods for improv- 
ing the condition of the glands is to 
take short fasts, as this tends to 
normalize their secretion. Sir Ar- 
buthnot Lane, the noted English 
physician, says: “An occasional fast 
is beneficial for the middle-aged, 
and especially if there is a tendency 
to obesity.” 

Women have learned to fear this 
period oif life. However, nearly all 
their troubles might be avoided if 
the proper dietetic and hygienic 
rules were followed. Almost every 
one of this age has some degree of 
prolapsus of the stomach and other 
visceral organs which press down 
upon the large intestine, further 
hampering its action and elimina- 
tion.
